The steamship Bear, of the San Francisco and Portland Steamship Company, ran ashor« 
in a fog on June 14th, and now being pounded to pieces on the beach about one mile 
south of Bear river, Humboldt county, Calif. Passengers and crew were ordered into 
boats, two of which were swamped in the breakers, causing the loss of five lives.
